George Beelman, local manager for 
the Westert Union Telegraph com- 
pany, and the circumstances seem to 
be shrouded in such mystery that lit- 
tle information can be obtained. 


The victim is said to have been 


•grabbed by several men on Faulkner 
.Street DS he was on his way to his 
room about 11 o'clock Tuesday night, 
hustled into an automobile and taken 
out into the country, where he was 
stripped of his clothing and coated 
with tar and feathers. How many men 
were in the party, or how many au- 
tomobiles, he is unable to state and 
none of the party could be recognized, 
as all were heavily masked. 


After the work which the masked 


men set out to do had been accomplish- 
•ed, he is alleged to have been taken 
to the Forster sanatarium at Hawks 
Park and dumped out of an automo- 
bile onto the front porch, being ti«d 
up in a bag, which also contained his 
clothes. The masked men then drove 
away. 


The noise and the man's calls for 


help aroused attendants hi the hos- 
pital and he was released from the 
bag by one of the nurses. As soon as 
Tie was freed from the bag the man 
made a hasty getaway. 


At the start of the incident on 


Faulkner street the man's yells for 
help startled the people living in that 
vicinity and others who happened to 
be on Canal street at that time, but 
before anybody could reach the 'scene 
the man had been placed in the auto- 
mobile and carried away. A number 
of persons gathered in a few minutes, 
but the automobiles had disappeared, 
turning south on Live Oak street, and 
nobody knew where they went. Some-

during the coming year. 
The plan 


was explained to the members of the 
board of trade by Secretary Brann at 
the regular meeting this w«ek and 
the secretary was authorized to go 
ahead and close arrangements with 
the producer to take the pictures and 
distribute them. 


The secretary has not yet arranged 


for a date for the pictures to be 
taken, but will do so in the near fu- 
ture and when everything is ready 
efforts will be made to have a large 
delegation of the business men and 
residents at or in the vicinity of the 
bungalow to show the interest being 
taken in the construction by the peo- 
ple of this vicinity. At the same time 
efforts will be made to get some char- 
acteristic pictures of New Smyrna to 
show the natural beauty and advan- 
tages of the city in which the winner 
of the bungalow is to make his or her 
home. 


Definite details will be announced 


later, after they have been worked out 
by the secretary of the board of trade.

draw these orders in large amounts, 
approaching the maximum of $100, 
tendering them in payment of their 
Dills, and receiving the difference in 
vash.

1921. to date o 
delivery. These bonds will not matur 
intil January. 1925. hence three and a 
half years' interest is saved. 
They 


were bold oiiginally at $1.04. 


Also for the purchase of $10.000 


of distiict No. 41 (Seabreeze) school 
bonds at $ .09 and accrued interest. 
These will not, mature until July 1. 
1045. savins; 24 >ears interest, amount- 
ing to something like $14.400. These 
bonds originally sold for better than 
$1.04. 


The purchase of these bonds before 


maturity is made possible by the cre- 
ation of a bond sinking fund for each 
district bonded, which amount is ac- 
cumulated year by year. This makes 
n total of $45000 of Volusia county's 
bonds retired several year.- before 
maturitv. Bonds are not optional and 
are bought only when owners find bet- 
ter investments itnd wish to sell.

Becent Investigations have estab- 


lished the fact that "toeing out" In 
'•walking, or standing, puts an added 
^strain on the arch of tbe feet. Instead 
«£ standing and walking with the feet 
'forming an angle of about 45 degrees, 
as formerly advocated in military and 
(athletic -manuals, experts now advo- 
jcate standing and walking with the 
>toes pointed straight forward. This 
lu\s been found to be of great assist- 
jance in remedying weak and flat feet, 
"and constitutes what is knewa as 
•walking "Indian fashion " 


"Toeing straight" should be prac- 


ticed for a little while, and it will come 
easy. Make two parallel lines on the 
•floor, about six inci.es apart, and w alk 
on them with the toe and heel touch- 
Ing the outside of the line. Follow this 
up with an exercise such as the fol- 
ilowing: Stand with the feet parallel, 
with about two inches between the 
feet, and rise on tl?e toes anywhere 
,trom 20 to 40 times each night and 
morning 
In standing acquire the 


llabit of placing the feet a few inches 
apart, with the same distance between 
!heels and toes. Keep the body weight 
equally supported on both feet. 
"* Do not make the mistake of believ- 
ing that flat feet can be cured by the 
shoemaker, or by the ordinary arch 
that is sold in shoe stores. The con- 
dition is one that should be treated by 
an experienced physician when it fails 
"to respond to the measures outlined 
above. 


It Is comparatively easy to remedy 


a tendency to weak or flat feet In chil- 
dren by teaching them the proper 
walking and standing posture. Par- 
lents would do well to teach their chll- 
,drea to walk Indian fashion.

Turtles in Exciting Races.

individuals who match their strength 
and skill, or between animals." 


Some of these contests are decided- 


ly quaint, or, for instance, the eock- 
crowtng matches of Belgium, where 
apex-Sally bred aud trained fowls are 
matched to see which will crow the 
greatest number of times witfcln a cer- 
tain time limit. 


Tbe lark-singing contests of Bug- 


land are far more musical, these con- 
tests being promoted and eondnctad by 
an association having a good member- 
ship

easily, the eyes will not wander, there 
will be no necessity for changingthe 
position of the head and neck. Thus 
reading, especially of big heavy vol- 
umes, will be less fatiguing, not only 
to the eyes, head and neck, but also 
to the arms and hands.

book so that you read straight ahead

ffihort Talks on Health, by the United

•Well-directed feet are now conslder- 


«d to be Quite as Important to general 
bealth as a Well-poised heatl or an erect 
carriage. Few people seem to realize 
that many troublesome ailments are 
caused by flat or weak feet, and at- 
tribute the nervous depression, pain In 
the legs and hack and general fatigue 
to some other cause, when the feet are 
.really at fault says the United States 
public health service. 


Actual "flat foot" Is much less com- 


•moa than Is ordinarily thought 
On 


•the other hand, "weak foot' Is very 
«onnnon, and If not remedied gradual- 
ly leads to flat foot. 


Becent Investigations have estab- 


"iiahed the fact that "toeing out" in 
'•walking, or standing, puts an added 
strain on the arch of tbe feet. Instead 
«f standing and walking with the feet 
'forming an angle of about 45 degrees, 
as formerly advocated in military and 
(athletic -manuals, experts now advo- 
Icate standing and walking with the 
ttoes pointed straight forward. This 
lu\s been found to be of great assist- 
lance in remedying weak and flat feet, 
"and constitutes what Is knswn as 
•walking "Indian fashion" 


"Toeing straight" should be prac- 


ticed for a little while, and it will come 
easy. Make two parallel lines on the 
.floor, about six incl.es apart, and w alk 
on them with the toe and heel touch- 
Ing the outside of the line. Follow this 
up with nn exercise such as the fol- 
ilowing: Stand with the feet parallel, 
with about two inches between the 
feet, and rise on the toes anywhere 
,from 20 to 40 times each night and 
morning 
In standing acquire the 


tiabit of placing the feet a few inches 
apart, with the same distance between 
heels and toes. Keep the body weight 
equally supported on both feet. 
•> Do not make the mistake of believ- 
ing that flat feet can be cured by the 
shoemaker, or by the ordinary arch 
•that is sold in shoe stores. The con- 
dition is one that should be treated by 
an experienced physician when it fails 
•to respond to the measures outlined 
above. 


It is comparatively easy to remedy 


a tendency to weak or flat feet In chil- 
dren by teaching them the proper 
•walking and standing posture. Par- 
lents would do well to teach their chll- 
idreu to walk Indian fashion.

All Pages at Riflht. 


Why not print all books in such a 


way that every page is a right-hand 
T)a°e? asks Dr. I. Winslow of Boston, 
who claims a patent for his concep- 
tion of how to do it. 
He holds that 


if one has to read pages on one side 
of a book only this will be held more- 
easily, the eyes will not wander, there 
will be no necessity for changingthe 
position of the head and neck. Thus 
reading, especially of big heavy vol- 
umes, will be less fatiguing, not only 
to the eyes, head and neck, but also 
to the arms and hands. 


Mr. Wlnslow's idea is to print a 


book so that you read straight ahead 
from right-hand page to right-hand 
page, these being numbered eonsacu- 
ttvely then, when you have read 
thrbngn to the last right hand page, 
you turn the book upside down and 
continue readifig as before, what In 
ordinary books are left hand pages 
now being right-hand pages.
